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School Committee 
Approves AHS 
Library Renovation

After more than an hour of discussion, the 
Agawam School Committee approved the Agawam 
High School Library Renovation/Addition Site Plan 
during its meeting Tuesday, February 13th. 

The renovation committee, led by Agawam High 
School Principal Paul Cavallo, gave an in-depth slide 
presentation and fielded questions from the School 
Committee. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen and Town 
Treasurer/Collector Laurel Plascek also answered 
questions regarding funding. 

Before the presentation, Cavallo reminded the 
committee why the renovation is needed. 

“During the accreditation in 1998, the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges said the library 
needed improvements and cited six or seven areas," 
he said. “We responded to all of those in our two-year 
report and we were placed on warning for three 
areas." 

One of those areas is the library. Cavallo and the 
committee members, including architect Doug 
Goodman of Reinhardt Associates who designed the 
plans, discussed the library renovation and expansion 
plans at length, addressing many critical issues. 

“One of the concerns is that two rooms will be elim¬ 
inated,” Cavallo said. "But one of those rooms was 
never used for library services. It’s a small room used 
for tutorial sessions.” 

The second room was a science room added on a 
dozen years ago. It has been used primarily for small 
special education groups. 

“We will be able to accommodate those students 
who received services in those rooms throughout the 
building," Cavallo said. “No one is going to be lose 
out." 

The committee wondered what students would do 
while the library was under construction. 

“What will the students do during final exams?" 
asked member Susan Pettazzoni. 

Cavallo assured committee members that students 
would be able to use the Agawam Public Library, 
which is adjacent to the high school. 

In a letter to Cohen, Agawam Library Director 
Donna M. Campbell offered assistance. 

“Please be assured that the staff at the public 
library will continue to do all in their power to meet the 
educational, informational and readers advisory 
needs of not only high school students, but also, of 
students of all ages,” the letter stated. 

Agawam High School Library Media Specialist 
Elaine P. Mokrzycki also offered a letter stating that 
she and Campbell have taken steps to ensure a con¬ 
tinuum of services to students during renovations. 
She has also begun working with teachers, asking 
them to send assignment alerts directly through her 
so that she may provide a heads-up to the public

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Clock Memorializes One of Agawam’s Historic Schools

During the 1800’s, according te Agawam, 
Massachusetts: A Town History, by the late town his¬ 
torian Edith Hull LaFrancis, MAPLE STREET 
SCHOOL was in District 10 of Agawam during the era 
of the district school system. 

It was the first building on Maple Street, built in 
1862. The “Old Maple Street” school was later 
repaired, condemned by the state in 1865 and land on 
the same street was purchased for a new building. 

Mrs. LaFrancis wrote, “The old one was sold at 
auction, the proceeds and some of the furniture used 
for the new school." 

In some ways, Deputy Superintentent of Schools 
Donald Charest did something remarkably similar in 
the mid-1980’s when the former Katherine Danahy 
School, formerly the Maple Street School, was being 
dismantled and turned into housing for the elderly. 

“Jim Bruno, former superintentent of schools, and I, 
stopped by after school to see if we could find a piece 
of memoribilia that we could display in one of our 
offices to have something to help retain the memory of 
the Danahy School”, Charest remembered. 

When Katherine Danahy retired in 1947, she was 
principal of the then-named Maple Street School and 
had been in the Agawam School System since 1899. 

Charest continued, “The school had been there a 
long time and honored Katherine Danahy and her 
commitment to the students of another era. Jim Bruno 
and I did not even know what we were expecting, we 
just wanted some kind of remembrance. We were dis¬ 
appointed once inside the school to see that it had 
been completely gutted. We hunted through the halls 
and rooms, hoping to find a globe, a sign, something 
perhaps with a name on it, but we were completely

discouraged. 

“As we were walking out, I was looking down at the 
floor and I noticed two heating grates flush to the 
floor,” recalled Charest 

Charest noticed that except for some rust, the grate 
was amazingly decorative and ornate, with the sort of 
workmanship not often found anymore. They found 
the person in charge and asked if they could have the 
grate. They were told that if they could carry it, they 
could have it. 

“It weighed 40 or 50 pounds. Jim Bruno grabbed 
one end and I got the other end, and we put it in my 
pick-up truck, brought it to my office at Agawam Junior 
High, and propped it against the wall 

In the fall, when school re-opened, John Burns of 
the Technology Department visited Charest's office 
and asked about the grate. 

“He suggested making it into a clock and asked me 
to let him give it a try. He sandblasted it, had it paint¬ 
ed with a flat black spray paint, bought a clock mech¬ 
anism and fastened it. We picked a spot and Burns 
bolted the clock to the wall. It's been there ever 
since." 

This wrought-iron piece of art was once a heating 
grate at the Katherine Danahy School and represents 
an era of workmanship possibly gone forever. 

“Just about every visitor to my office asks about the 
clock, which gives me the opportunity to talk about the 
Danahy School and its place in the history of 
Agawam. 

“In addition to telling time and looking impressive, 
the clock has served the purpose I had originally 
intended by finding a piece of memorabilia from the 
Danahy School,” added Charest. 
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Keenan Announces 
Assistance Programs 

State Representative Daniel F. Keenan encour¬ 
ages consumers to plan for higher natural gas prices 
this winter, and reminds them of several programs 
available to help them manage their winter heating 
bills. 

The Low-Income Home Energy Assistance 
Program (LIHEAP) provides eligible households with 
help in paying winter heating bills. The program pays 
benefits of fixed amounts based on household 
income. Local administering agencies determine 
household eligibility based on annualized income and 
the number of members in the household. The 
agency will then make payments towards the heating 
bills to the primary heat source vendors (oil, propane,. 
wood or coal dealer or gas or electric utility). 

The Weatherization Assistance Program is 
designed to assist households reduce their heating 
bills by providing home energy efficiency services. 
The program is operational year-round. After a 
household is determined eligible, the local agency 
schedules an energy inspection of the home. Typical 
work completed includes air sealing, attic and/or side 
wall insulation, weather stripping, and minor repairs 
associated with weatherization work. Program eligibil¬ 
ity is based on household eligibility for the LIHEAP 
program. 

The Heating Emergency Assistance Retrofit Task 
Weatherization Assistance Program is designed to 
provide heating assistance repair and replacement 
services to low-income households. The program is 
operational year-round. During the winter months, the 
program serves primarily as an emergency interven¬ 
tion service to supply assistance to low-income 
clients having problems with the operation of their pri¬ 
mary heating system. Program eligibility is based on 
household eligibility for the current year’s LIHEAP 
program. 

The Massachusetts General Court has taken an 
active and positive role throughout this heating crisis. 
Efforts have focused on those hit hardest, namely 
seniors, people with disabilities, and the poor. The 
legislature provided an emergency supplemental allo¬ 
cation of $12 million to fund the LIHEP. The Joint 
Committee on Energy held hearings to examine the 
heating oil and natural gas industries, and supply and 
pricing in Massachusetts. 

Following these hearings, the legislature passed a 
supplemental budget that included an additional $12 
million for LIHEAP and $5 million for the Heating Oil 
Inventory Program, a new initiative. This program is 
intended to prevent shortages and disruption of heat¬ 
ing oil transportation by encouraging oil distributors to 
store more oil than they usually do.

library staff. 

The School Committee was given an information 
packet, including copies of a new timeline, costs and 
funding sources and site plans. 

Cost of the project, including construction and fur¬ 
nishings, is $833,000. The cost break-down is as fol¬ 
lows” $35,000 for architectural and design; $576,000 
for probable construction cost; $134,000 for furnish¬ 
ings and shelving; and $88,000 for equipment and 
supplies. Proposed funding sources total $855,900 
and include $105,900 proposed supplemental budget 
and $750,000 in bonded funds. 

Cavallo concluded the presentation with a plea for 
a positive vote. 

“The cogs in the wheel have to start moving,” he 
said. “Let’s not kid ourselves folks.We need the 
library.We need it done fast and we want it done prop¬ 
erly.” 
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Town Hall Employees Attend Seminar 
On State Ethics Laws

A seminar ethics focusing specifically on the con¬ 
flict of interest laws for public officials was held 
Monday, February 12th for Agawam Town Hall 
department heads. 

Approximately 20 town employees and officials 
attended the presentation by Maxene R. Armour, pub¬ 
lic education specialist for the Massachusetts State 
Ethics Commission (SEC). 

Armour explained that the conflict of interest law is 
comprised of several areas, including statement of 
financial disclosure, multiple contracts, bribes and 
gratuities, nepotism, agency, formers, appearances 
and bias. There are also legal and enforcement divi¬ 
sions of the commission. The SEC is a law enforce¬ 
ment agency, Armour said. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who attended the semi¬ 
nar, said it was interesting and informative and 
stressed that the seminar was not the result of conflict 
of interest issues in town. 

“Education is the best way to keep people out of 
trouble,” Cohen said, adding that the SEC 
approached him regarding the presentation. 

Armour said a great portion of her job is traveling 
around the state making presentations. She said 
some people are surprised by what she tells them. 

“Conflict of interest law has jurisdiction over all pub¬ 
lic employees,” she said. This includes volunteers, 
appointed and elected officials as well as paid 
employees. 

The law also applies to former public officials. 

“You may not,” the law states, “after leaving public 
service, take a job involving public contracts or any 
other particular matter in which you participated in as 
a public employee.” 


Armour said the SEC investigates every reported 
situation, including anonymous reports. Some 
become high profile cases, but most don’t reach the 
general public’s eye. 

"In one year, between 800 and 1,000 situations are 
brought to the commission’s attention," Armour said. 
“Less than 10 percent become public situations.” 

The SEC has six attorneys in its legal division who 
provide free advice to all state public employees. 
However, Armour said, there are some stipulations. 

“The attorneys will not give advice to third parties, 
on situations that have already occurred or on hypo¬ 
thetical situations,” she said. 

Audience members asked questions throughout 
the seminar and concerns with gifts to specific depart¬ 
ments arose when Armour said that no one was 
allowed to receive anything worth $50 or more from 
anyone with whom they had official dealings. 

One department head asked what should be done 
if a gift of food, such as a fruit basket, obviously worth 
more than $50 was dropped-off. Armour said they 
way to handle that is to inform the entire department, 
as well as other departments, that the basket was 
available, therefore making it a gift to the city. Some 
gifts, no matter what the value, are prohibited. 

Armour encouraged any town official to call the 
commission or visit its website to address any con¬ 
cerns. She also offered a tip: "When in doubt, don’t." 

Cohen said the ethics seminar is an educational 
tool. Presentations, such as sexual harassment and 
the ethics seminar, are held free of charge throughout 
the year. 

“It’s advantageous to the town."

be an immediate expansion of the full-day kinder¬ 
garten in Agawam schools.

Ignorance & Buffoonery 
Cost Agawam $60,000 

To The Editor: 

A ridiculously twisted, laughable, and truly pathetic 
excuse of a School Committee meeting concluded in 
less than 30 minutes on February 8, 2001, primarily 
due to not only misinformation but also the most 
deplorable ignorance of both parliamentary proce¬ 
dures and the Town Charter by Mayor Cohen and 
several School Committee members. I must admit 
that I could not help chortling out loud as I left the 
meeting. I thought I was watching a comedy routine. I 
have immense respect for Ms. Susan Dawson and 
Mr. Rosemary Sandlin. I have no doubt in my mind 
that dealing with this Committee leaves them with 
budding migraine headaches and ulcers. The remain¬ 
ing members leave me scratching my head in 
amazement. Ignorance and buffoonery have just cost 
our Town $60,000. 

Ms. Linda Galarneau, whose dilatory tactics and 
obstructionism at School Committee meetings are 
now legendary, lived up to her reputation as an 
obstructionist at this meeting. That Ms. Galarneau 
took time to research the Town Charter seems com¬ 
mendable. However, the section of the Charter she 
cited, Section 2, does not apply to the School 
Committee. Surely, one who took time to quote a 
paragraph from Section 2 verbatim understood per¬ 
fectly well how Section 2 refers only to the City 
Council. 

Given how Section 2 governs only the business of 
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the City Council, as opposed to the School 
Committee’s own business (and given how the 
School Committee’s own business is specifically gov¬ 
erned only by Section 4), the motion under consider¬ 
ation at the quite abbreviated February 8th meeting 
was not at all out of order. Ms. Galarneau’s vocal 
protest against the consideration of a perfectly legal 
and proper motion was nothing short of dilatory. She 
should have been immediately ruled out of order by 
Mayor Cohen, but wasn’t for reasions that elude me. 

Ms. Teresa Kozloski’s motion appealing Mayor 
Cohen’s decision to let a legal and proper motion pro¬ 
ceed therefore was also dilatory. Robert’s Rules of 
Order Newly Revised is perfectly clear regarding this, 
as any knowledgeable parliamentarian understands. 
According to Section 24 from the text, “[a]n appeal:... 
[c]an be applied to any ruling by the presiding officer 
except that: ... (b) when the chair rules on a question 
about which there cannot possibly be two reasonable 
opinions, an appeal would be dilatory and is not 
allowed.” 

It amazes me that Mayor Cohen allows himself to 
be swayed into relinquishing his own powers and 
authority when confronted with obstructionist tactics. 
Given how the Charter very plainly does not in any 
way prohibit consideration of the legal and proper 
motion, it is clear that no reasonable claim to the con¬ 
trary can be made. Facetious appeals are dilatory by 
definition. Mayor Cohen is by no means at all obliged 
to permit every knee-jerk appeal that comes before 
him. 

It amazes me, furthermore, to see Ms. Kozloski join 
the ranks of obstructionists. I have no doubt in my 
mind that one as learned as she well understands not 
only parlimentary procedures but also the clear differ¬ 
ence between two separate sections of the Charter 
governing two separate governmental bodies in the 
Town. I can well understand her reasoning in oppos¬ 
ing the motion never considered that evening, but 
opposition to that motion does not in any way justify 
dilatory tactics and obstructionism. 

Given all noted above, then, it is plain to see that 
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the motion that ought to have been considered was 
not at all out of order; that said motion did not in any 
way violate our Town Charter; that vocal protest 
declaring it out of order was facetious and therefore 
dilatory; that appeal of the motion’s consideration was 
obstructionist and therefore dilatory; that parliamen¬ 
tary procedures were violated in the consideration of 
an illegal appeal; and that our Mayor lacks knowledge 
of his full authority. 

While I can well understand how such an obstruc¬ 
tionist as Ms. Galarneau can test the Mayor’s author¬ 
ity via her well-established patterns of yelling, 
screaming, and speaking out of order, the Mayor has 
clear powers as a chairman under parlimentary pro¬ 
cedures to call obstructionists to order, name obstruc¬ 
tionists for the public record, and ultimately request a 
Committee vote for the removal of out-of-order mem¬ 
bers from the meeting. 

Given the genuine offensiveness of Ms. 
Galarneau’s pattern of obstructionist behaviors and 
dilatory tactics at these meetings, such a motion for 
her removal may very well succeed. Such motions for 
removal, when appropriate, are perfectly legal and 
often necessary. 

This much all is obvious to students of parlimenta¬ 
ry procedures and the Town Charter. Competent par¬ 
liamentarians also well understand that a tie vote on 
an appeal sustains the decision of the Chair. Mayor 
Cohen mysteriously ruled himself overruled on a tie 
vote, displaying an appalling ignorance of parliamen¬ 
tary procedures quite frightening in its implications. 

Again, Robert’s Rules of Order Newly Revised 
leaves absolutely no room for debate on the question. 
According to Section 24 from the text, once more, “[a] 
majority or tie vote sustains the decision of the chair, 
on the principle that the chair’s decision stands until 
reversed by a majority. If the presiding officer is a 
member of the assembly, he can vote to create a tie 
and thus sustain his decision.” 

This dilatory motion of appeal should have been

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Melconian Sponsors 
Legislation To 
Establish 2-1-1 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that she is the 
lead sponsor of legislation that would enable resi¬ 
dents to access social services and community 
resources simply by dialing 2-1-1. 

“The existing patchwork system of phone numbers 
is clearly inadequate,” said Melconian. "It does not 
cover the entire state or provide residents easy 
access to the services and resources that are avail¬ 
able to them." She added, “Instead of expanding serv¬ 
ices, in these tighter fiscal times we must focus on 
making more efficient use of the services we current¬ 
ly offer." 

Within Massachusetts there are thousands of 
phone numbers for social service programs, govern¬ 
ment offices, and community organizations. Most res¬ 
idents initially access these services through one of 
over 100 Information and Referral (l&R) services. 
However, in order to access an l&R service, the per¬ 
son in need of services must know the phone number 
or exact name of the local l&R provider. 

The Melconian-sponsored legislation, Senate Bill 
400, establishes a Mass 2-1-1 system that would be 
modeled after the highly successful 9-1-1 and 4-1-1 
abbreviated dialing codes. The system would be set 
up and managed by Mass211, Inc., a non-profit part¬ 
nership between the Massachusetts Association of 
Information and Referral Services and the Council of 
Massachusetts United Ways. 

“Massachusetts is in the forefront of the national 2- 
1-1 movement,” stated Jean Strock, President of 
Mass211, Inc. “Our proposed system of a coordinat¬ 
ed, regionally-based 2-1-1 call center - which will pro¬ 
vide high-quality information and referral services 24 
hours a day, seven days a week - is being emulated 
by other states currently designing their 2-1-1 pro¬ 
grams." 

A statewide 2-1-1 system would help citizens 
access programs such as elder services, emergency 
fuel assistance, and family counseling. By employing 
trained specialists, the new service will be able to pro¬ 
vide knowledgeable referrals to those in need of vital 
medical treatment or counseling. 

“There is a vast array of public and private social 
services available to people in need," said Melconian. 
“We just have to let people know they’re out there.”

Fire Wise... 

Some Tips On 
Choosing & Using A 
Fire Extinguisher 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

Most fires start small, and it is at this stage that if a 
fire extinguisher is handy, it could put out the fire or 
keep it from spreading. You should only attempt to 
fight a fire with a fire extinguisher when it is small and 
in its early stage. 

If your exit could potentially be blocked by fire, 
don’t attempt to fight the fire. Instead, get out of the 
building. The Agawam Fire Department provides the 
following hints on purchasing and using a fire extin¬ 
guisher: 

* Most fire extinguishers operate this way: 

1. Pull the locking pin; 2. Aim at the base of the 
flames; 3. Squeeze the handle; 4. Sweep back and 
forth over the burning area. 

* The contents of most extinguishers last less than 
30 to 60 seconds. Aim carefully at the base of the 
flame. 

* Fire extinguishers are meant to fight only small 
fires (no bigger than a trash can). Fighting too large a 
fire can be dangerous. 

* Whenever a fire occurs, get everyone out first 
and call the Agawam Fire Department at 911. Then 
use your extinguisher if the fire is still small enough. 

* All fire extinguishers are not alike. They are 
marked with the letter(s) indicating the type of fire 
they can put out: 

“A" - Ordinary fuels such as wood, cloth, paper, 
rubber, and plastics. 

“B” - Flammable liquids like gasoline, kerosene, oil, 
paint, and kitchen grease. 

“C” - Electricity 

“D” - Metals 

* Purchase a multi-purpose extinguisher with a 
“BC" or “ABC” label for typical home use. 

* Install extinguishers. 

* Check the pressure gauge on your extinguisher 
periodically to see if it needs recharging. Look in the 
phone book for professionals to fill and recharge 
extinguishers. 

‘Always refill or replace a used extinguisher imme¬ 
diately. Never put it back empty. An empty extinguish¬ 
er is dangerous for someone else to use. 
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Melconian 
Combats Crime 
In Nursing Homes 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is proud to announce that she is the lead 
sponsor of legislation directed at nursing home own¬ 
ers and operators that operate homes in a manner 
that leads to the criminal neglect, mistreatment, and 
abuse of patients at the home. 

“This bill fills an enormous loophole in the current 
elder abuse statutes,” said Melconian. “Under current 
law, an operator whose procedures deny residents 
routine medical care or access to sanitation facilities 
cannot be held criminally responsible.” 

Recent cases have highlighted the need for such a 
criminal sanction: 

* Inspectors reported that at a West Roxbury 
home, a man died because he did not receive med¬ 
ical care after repeated falls from the bed. 

* At a home in Danvers, half the residents were at 
risk because they were not able to eat enough and 
were not receiving any help in eating. 

* At another home in Canton, after the death of a 
patient from a heart attack, it was discovered that the 
staff did not have proper cardiac equipment or train¬ 
ing. 

“The vast majority of nursing home operators are 
caring, dedicated professionals,” said Melconian. 
“This bill is aimed at the small fraction of owners who 
are purposefully and criminally denying services and 
medical care in order to make money on the backs of 
our seniors.” 

Melconian’s legislation creates a penalty of 2-1/2 
years in jail for any caretaker who “wantonly or reck¬ 
lessly abuses, neglects, or mistreats” an elder or dis¬ 
abled person. The legislation also raises the fines for 
elder abuse and creates a heightened criminal penal¬ 
ty for an indecent assault on an elder or a disabled 
individual. 

Melconian filed the legislation in conjunction with 
Attorney General Thomas Reilly.

Agawam Board Of Health 
Massachusetts Tobacco Control Program 

At the November 8, 2000 meeting, the Agawam 
Board of Health considered draft regulations enti¬ 
tled BOARD OF HEALTH REGULATIONS 
RESTRICTING YOUTH ACCESS TO TOBACCO. 
The Board of Health invites comments regarding 
these proposed regulations at a public hearing on 
February 21, 2001 in the Community Room at the 
Agawam Police Department, 681 Springfield St., 
Agawam. 

Complete copies of the regulation are available 
at the Agawam Health Department. A summary of 
the proposed regulations is as follows: 

Sale of Tobacco Products to Minors is prohibit¬ 
ed. Each retailer shall verify a purchasers’ age by 
means of photographic identification which notes 
the purchasers’ date of birth. Retailers must apply 
for an annual permit from the Agawam Board of 
Health to sell tobacco products. Retailers must 
post a copy of M.G.L. 270, Sec. 6 pertaining to the 
sale of tobacco products to minors at all cash reg¬ 
isters. Tobacco vending machines are prohibited. 
Out of package sales of tobacco products is pro¬ 
hibited as are self-service displays and free sam¬ 
ples. 

Penalties for sales to minors are progressive 
with each violation within a calendar year. 
Penalties range from $100 for the first offense to 
license suspension for the third offense. 
Penalties for other subsections of the regulation 
will result in a fine of $100 per day per violation. 
Violations may be penalized by means of the non¬ 
criminal method of disposition.

The Department of Environmental Protection has 
designated January 15, 2001 through May 1,2001 for 
open burning.

Permits will only be issued weather permitting and 
only to those locations meeting guidelines. 

1. Burning of brush, cane driftwood, and forestry 
debris will be allowed. 

2. No grass, hay leaves, stumps, paper products, 
trash of any kind will be allowed. CONSTRUCTION 
MATERIALS ARE STRICTLY PROHIBITED AT ANY 
TIME. 

3. Burning shall take place between the hours of 
10:00 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. 

4. NO COMMERCIAL OR INSTITUTIONAL 
BURNING PERMITS WILL BE ISSUED. 

5. Burning shall be at a location greater than 75 
feet from any dwelling or structure. 

6. Outside burning for cooking purposes is allowed. 

7. NEVER USE GASOLINE TO START THE FIRE. 

8. Someone must attend the fire until completely 
extinguished. Have water supply handy at all times. 

ANY FIRE WHICH IS DETERMINED TO BE A 
HEALTH HAZARD OR NUISANCE, WILL BE 
REQUIRED TO BE EXTINGUISHED IMMEDIATELY. 

All permits will be issued from Fire Headquarters, 
800 Main Street, Agawam.

When the great Puritan preacher Thomas Hooker (1586-1647) was on his deathbed, a friend tried to 
console him by saying, "Brother Hooker, you are going to receive your reward."

Blessed Are The Merciful... 

"Blessed are the merciful, for they shall obtain 
mercy." These words, uttered by Jesus in what is 
known as the Sermon on the Mount, have a pleasant 
ring to them. After all, who among us doesn’t want to 
receive mercy when we need it? And besides, we 
probably like to think of ourselves as being merciful. 
Merciful has such a nice ring to it. It sounds like we’re 
all set! 

Before we get carried away with the self congratu¬ 
lations, perhaps we would do well to consider what 
Jesus meant by merciful. We might be surprised to 
discover that being merciful is not as easy, nor as nat¬ 
ural a thing for us to do, as we might imagine. 

Jesus said, “This is what I say to all who will lis¬ 
ten to Me: Love your enemies, and be good to 
everyone who hates you. Ask God to bless any¬ 
one who curses you, and pray for everyone who is 
cruel to you. If someone slaps you on one cheek, 
don’t stop that person from slapping you on the 
other cheek. If someone wants to take your coat, 
don’t try to keep back your shirt. Give to everyone 
who asks and don’t ask people to return what they 
have taken from you. Treat others just as you 
want to be treated. If you love only someone who 
loves you, will God praise you for that? Even sin¬ 
ners love people who love them. If you are kind 
only to someone who is kind to you, will God be 
pleased with you for that? Even sinners are kind 
to people who are kind to them. If you lend money 
only to someone who you think will pay you back, 
will God be pleased with you for that? Even sin¬ 
ners lend to sinners because they think they will 
get it all back. But love your enemies and be good 
to them. Lend withput expecting to be paid back. 
Then you will get a great reward, and you will be 
the true children of God in heaven. He is good 
even to people who are unthankful and cruel. 
Have pity on others, just as your Father has pity 
on you." 

Well, if we thought being merciful came naturally or 
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was easy, guess again! Indeed, it might seem that 
what Jesus is saying is impossible for us to actually 
do. While it may not be possible for us to always be 
perfectly merciful, neither is being merciful entirely out 
of our reach. 

It would help us at this time to establish a short, 
concise definition of the word mercy, as Jesus used it. 
Perhaps a good definition of mercy would be, “Not giv¬ 
ing to others what they deserve.” That definition is 
probably very appropriate, in that when we need 
mercy, it means we don’t want to get what we 
deserve. It is important that we realize that being mer¬ 
ciful, or showing mercy, is not about our feelings. Our 
feelings may be either positive or negative, and while 
that matters to us, it doesn’t have to affect our being 
merciful or not. 

Jesus obviously established a strong connection 
between loving our enemies and showing mercy. 
When Jesus said, “Love your enemies," He wasn’t 
saying "feel something.” He was saying, “Act in a cer¬ 
tain way.” There are two Greek words employed in 
the Bible for “love.” One is philos, which describes our 
feelings. The other is agape (pronounced a-gop-ay), 
which describes our actions. One easy way to keep 
the distinction straight is to remember that philos 
starts with PH and sounds like F, which is the first let¬ 
ter in feelings; agape starts with A, as does the word 
action. Every time the Bible commands us to love 
somebody, the word is agape. Stated another way, 
whenever God commands us to love somebody, He is 
saying, “Act in a certain way.” 

In truth, while acting mercifully is actually within our 
grasp, it is probably exhausting over time if we are 
doing it in our own strength. Here again is yet anoth¬ 
er example of how each of us needs God’s help and 
grace in order to do and to be what we want to be. 
God will help us if we ask Him to. Give it a try! 

One might ask, if being merciful is so hard, why 
bother? Why not just be merciless instead? Because 
Jesus said, “Don’t judge others, and God won’t 
judge you. Don’t be hard on others, and God 
won’t be hard on you. Forgive others, and God will 
forgive you. If you give to others, you will be given 
a full amount in return. It will be packed down, 
shaken together, and spilling over into your lap. 
The way you treat others is the way you will be 
treated." In other words, “Blessed are the merciful, 
for they shall obtain mercy."

Guidelines For First-Time 
House Buyers 

If you have relatives or friends who are potential 
first-time house buyers, here are some basic finance 
tips.

* It saves a great amount of time to have mortgage 
loan pre-approval assistance to help determine accu¬ 
rately how much they can afford. A pre-approval gives 
credence to an offer. 

* Generally, a family can afford a mortgae loan 
equal to about twice the amount of their annual 
household income. 

* Most house loans require a minimum down pay¬ 
ment of 5% of the sale price. FHA loans require a 
minimum of 3% down payment, and VA loans require 
0%. A qualified lender that offers a variety of pro¬ 
grams will be able to assist you in determining the 
best loan program for you. 

* The mortgage payment consists of what is called 
PITI - principle, interest, taxes, and insurance. Most 
lenders require that the monthly payment be not more 
than 25% to 28% of a borrower's gross monthly 
income. This formula is not etched in stone - another 
good reason to talk with a lender and obtain a pre¬ 
approval for a loan. 

* When comparing the monthly costs of owning 
versus renting, take into consideration the mortgage 
interest and property tax deductions from the federal 
income tax. 

* Closing costs related to the final phase of pur¬ 
chasing a house should be planned for. During your 
pre-approval process, the lender will let you know 
what the closing costs are and the different avenues 
to you to obtain the closing costs.

Modification Of Alimony 


Question: In 1990, I was ordered to pay my wife 
$400 per week in alimony, which I have continued to 
pay. However, during the past several years, my 
income has been steadily decreasing as a result of 
my decreased work hours and as a result of several 
hospitalizations. 

Now I am having difficulty paying my own bills each 
month, and I also want to work part-time due to my 
failing health. Can I stop paying alimony? 

Answer: You have the right to file with the Probate 
Court a Complaint for Modification requesting a termi¬ 
nation of your alimony order or requesting a reduction 
of your alimony order. 

You should be prepared to establish that a sub¬ 
stantial change in circumstances has occurred. You 
will want to document your medical condition and the 
impact your condition has on your inability to work 
increased hours. If you simply stop paying alimony 
without a change in the court order, your former wife 
will have the right to file a Complaint for Contempt 
against you to collect the weekly alimony you rightful¬ 
ly owe her. 

If she is successful, then you may also be ordered 
to pay her legal fees and expenses necessarily 
incurred as a result of the contempt hearing. You 
should consult with your divorce attorney to decide 
your best course of action.

The plaintiff alleged that the defendants were neg¬ 
ligent in failing to ensure that interior floor holes were 
properly covered or guarded with a guard rail as 
required by OSHA and their own internal procedures. 

The defendants argued that the plaintiff, an experi¬ 
enced ironworker, was working in areas which he 
knew to be dangerous and that it was his employer’s 
duty to guard interior floor holes. They further argued 
that, because the plaintiff was last seen working on a 
ladder above the hole, an adequately installed 
guardrail system would not have prevented a fall from 
the ladder directly into the hole. 

Finally, the defendants argued comparative negli¬ 
gence because the plaintiff had a blood alcohol level 
of .06, along with traces of marijuana (a bag of mari-

juana was reportedly found in his pocket). 

The 40-year-old plaintiff was rendered paraplegic 
with associated neurological dysfunction. The consor¬ 
tium was complicated by the fact that he and his wife 
were separated and filed for divorce at the time of the 
accident. However, they reconciled at the hospital and 
she continued to provide full-time care and support. 


After mediation, the case settled for a lump sum of 
$2 million. The workers' compensation lien of 
$210,799.00 was waived in full.

These past several weeks, I have been sharing 
my story about the life of my second child. This is 
a story I began writing several years ago and con¬ 
tinue to write today. I hope to share our story, in 
chapter form, over the next couple of months. 
Last week, in the first part of Chapter 3, I 
described the discovery of problems with our 
baby’s tiny heart. The chapter ended with news 
that she would be transferred to the pediatric car¬ 
diology department in Hartford Hospital. With an 
urgency to name her, our troubled baby was 
named Julia Gene. An unlikely combination of 
names had occurred; we joined the “strength" of 
my maternal grandmother with my father, the 
"problem/drinker. ” 

Chapter 3 (continued as part two) 

THE TRANSFER 

Julia Gene was wheeled into our room on a special 
transport bed that supported her inside an enclosed 
eco-system. It completely covered her body, not 
unlike Snow White’s plastic casket. Julia’s head was 
yet still inside another interior, cake-like helmet to pro¬ 
vide the best possible environment for the even air 
flow of pure oxygen. 

Mellon was just able to slightly turn her body, still 
recovering from the spinal anesthetic. I stood on one 
side of the container closest to the door, as Mom 
attempted to snuggle with her precious baby laying 
right next to her bed. The container allowed for two 
semi-openings to poke your arms through. Mellon 
was able to only bend over just enough to insert one 
arm into the container to stroke Julia’s arms and legs. 

I stood nearly eye level with Mellon as I peered into 


the container from the other side, capturing the image 
of Julia’s turned head facing Mom's. I snapped a pic¬ 
ture of this profound separation. I watched Mellon 
stroke Julia’s body. Mellon’s swollen, beet-red eyes 
shuttered side to side as the team cautioned us to 
move along. Gasping for breath myself, I mourned 
this sight of Mother and child still “not-bonded," still 
not held to one another and unable to penetrate the 
interior plastic helmet to give a farewell stroke to our 
baby’s head. 

It was all we could do to survive this gut-wrenching 
trauma of our baby being taken away from us, not 
knowing if she’d survive herself the ride or the night. 

I don’t remember how long we stayed together that 
night, shaking and sobbing. Some friends of Mellon’s 
carefully stopped in to extend their support. But the 
mood was as if Julia had died and/or we had died. Yet, 
the reality slowly set in that life was indeed holding on 
and hope remained. 

Mellon, exhausted from the ordeal, was finally able 
to fall asleep, knowing that I would be remaining with 
her until receiving word from Hartford Hospital about 
Julia’s safe arrival and set-up. 

And so began the network of communication 
between us: Kevin being cared for by friends at home, 
Mellon remaining in recuperation from her C-section 
for at least three to five days in the hospital, and I trav¬ 
eling by car back and forth down to Hartford Hospital 
to link Julia Gene to us and our extended family.

Fear - Avoidance 

Once a patient suffers with back pain, they don’t 
want to ever experience the disabling pain again. A 
fear-avoidance behavior develops.' 

A patient fears experiencing the pain, so they avoid 
any movement or activity. This behavior leads to inac¬ 
tivity, which causes immobilization of the joints and 
disuse. This may result in the tissue being impaired, 
reduced strength, reduced range of motion, stiffness, 
and weakness. 

As a result, there are reduced motor skills, the 
body is not able to function normally. Inactivity 
reduces proprioception, the information from the brain 
to the neves, to the muscles is not being passed 
along at 100 percent. Balance and stability are 
decreased with immobilization. This can cause further 
injury, especially in a job or activity that requires phys¬ 
ical function. 

This fear-avoidance behavior can increase the risk 
of further injury leading to more fear-avoidance. 

Some physical effects of immobility (lack of motion) 
on joints are: 

Formation of scare tissue and adhesions; weaken¬ 
ing of muscles and ligaments from disuse; decreased 
fluid flowing which results in decreased nutrition to the 
disc and cartilage; increased friction in ligaments and 
tendons; loss of free gliding movement; stiffer joints; 
loss of shock absorption; cell loss; increased degen¬ 
eration of joints. 

Effects of motion on joints: 

Strengthening of tight tissues; increased range of 
motion; breakdown adhesions without damaging 
healthy tissues; stimulation of wound healing; 
increases cell growth and metabolism; removes 
inflammation and swelling; removes waste products 
from joints; increase fluid flows and cartilage/disc 
nutrition; reduces the pain-spasm cycle; regenerates 
functional tissue and lessens scarring; improved liga¬ 
ment strength; normalizes nerve patterns from joints 
and muscles.

Pedestrian Safety 

* Keep your driveways and sidewalks well shov¬ 
eled, and apply material such as rock salt or sand to 
improve traction. 

* Make sure that children under age 10 do not 
cross streets alone, and make sure children wear 
appropriate shoes and brightly colored (not white) 
clothing while walking in snowy conditions. Use 
retroreflective clothing or stickers for maximum pro¬ 
tection, especially at dawn and dusk. 

Winter Sports and Activities 

Parents and caregivers should inspect equipment 
and the environment for possible hazards before chil¬ 
dren engage in winter activities such as sledding, ice 
skating, and skiing. Remind children not to push, 
shove, or roughhouse while engaging in sports. 

Ice Skating 

Allow children to skate only on approved surfaces. 
Check for signs posted by local police or recreation 
departments, or call your local police or recreation 
department to find out which areas have been 
approved. Children should be taught to: 

* Skate in the same direction as the crowd. 

* Avoid darting across the ice. 

* Never skate alone. 

* Never go out on ice that an adult has not 
approved. 


* Throw away chewing gum or candy before 
skating onto the ice. 

If a child falls through the ice, he or she should 
stretch their arms over the ice and kick as if swim¬ 
ming, in an attempt to crawl back onto the solid ice. 

Sledding 

Parents and caregivers should look for: 

* Terrain that is free of obstacles and far from 
traffic. Children should sled on packed snow (not ice) 
that is free of debris. Check carefully for snow-cov¬ 
ered hazards such as rocks, tree limbs, and stumps 
that could endanger sledders or skiers. 

* Sturdy and safe construction of equipment. 
Avoid equipment with sharp and jagged edges. 

* Energy absorbing pads on sled seats. 

* Secure handholds on sleds. 

* Easy steering, non-jamming mechanisms on 
sleds and toboggans. 

* Gently-sloping terrain. 

Parents should remind children to: 

* Sled only on terrain that is free of obstacles. 

* Make sure the bottom of the slope is far from 
streets and traffic. 

* Always use a sled with a steering mechanism. 

Avoid makeshift sleds.

” b Food In Flight Fights Fainting 
Spells and Heart Attacks” 

(Part 1 of 2) 

Having a quick snack and a non-alcoholic drink 
before boarding a plane can lower your chances of 
becoming an in-flight emergency statistic, according 
to a study presented recently at the American Heart 
Association's Scientific Sessions 2000. 

“There are many reports that in-flight medical 
emergencies are generated at the rate of one person 
per 800 to 1,900 flights,” says primary researcher 
Makoto Matsumura, M.D. of the Saitama Medical 
School in Japan. 

More than half of those involve the loss of con¬ 
sciousness and heart attack. Factors such as anxiety, 
the environment inside the cabin, dehydration, pro¬ 
longed sitting, and alcohol use have been suggested 
as causes of these emergencies, but no one has 
researched these explanations or how the problem 
can be prevented. This study is the first to evaluate 
the role of food and fluids in preventing fainting and 
heart attacks in air travelers. The researchers say that 
eating and drinking before boarding was expected to 
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raise the volume of blood circulating in the body. 

“Having something to eat and drink is the simplest 
method of increasing the circulating blood volume for 
air travelers. Most are probably doing it before board¬ 
ing anyway, but people need to know it is easy for 
their body’s oxygen levels to drop if they don't eat or 
drink before boarding,” says Matsumura. “Medical 
personnel and travelers should know that hunger can 
cause in-flight emergencies, and fluid is probably 
even more effective in preventing emergencies. Older 
individuals and those with high blood pressure or vas¬ 
cular disorders are especially at risk for these types of 
emergencies.” 

Researchers theorized that in-flight fainting spells 
and cardiopulmonary emergencies could be related to 
a change in blood circulation. Low cabin pressure at 
higher altitudes causes blood vessels in the peripher¬ 
al circulation and organs to expand as the body 
attempts to increase its oxygen supply. However, the 
amount of blood pumped by the heart remains the 
same. Therefore, everyone on the plane - from infants 
to the elderly, crew, and passengers - could have a 
relative reduction in oxygen supply throughout their 
bodies. 

“Many people experience an unpleasant feeling in¬ 
flight. I sometimes get a headache or feel cold or tired, 
which is similar to the slight sickness caused by low 
in-flight air pressure. Treatment is usually unneces¬ 
sary. However, in some cases, a doctor is needed dur¬ 
ing a flight in case the person is having a heart 
attack," says Matsumura. "We wanted to know what 
causes this oxygen reduction.”

Here is another segment in my series of columns 
that recommends genuine child-appropriate films in 
an era when some children’s entertainment has 
become less responsible. This week, I’ve selected 
some films for older kids. In addition, adults can real¬ 
ly enjoy these films as well! 

* “Mary Poppins”: 1964. Rated G. 

Julie Andrews stars alongside Dick Van Dyke in 
this whimsical story about a British nanny who 
befriends the Banks family in 1910 London. 

Based upon the writings of P.L. Travers, Robert 
Stevenson directed what many refer to as the mother 
of all motion picture musicals. The perfectly cast 
Andrews brings a magical touch to the title role, iron¬ 
ically. after losing the lead role of “My Fair Lady” to 
Audrey Hepburn. 

Stevenson perefectly blends animation and song 
amid a production that thrives on all levels, creating a 
euphoric aura to the film (especially through Poppins) 
that the young ones will love.

Fudge... 

Did you know you can send in recipes to me? 
Please send them to P.O. Box 741, Agawam, MA 
01001 . 

As a kid, I remember asking my sister to make 
fudge. It was a special treat. One summer while I was 
in the Army, I begged my sister to make me some 
fudge and mail it to Okinowa. My sister makes me the 
fudge, layers it with waxed paper, and sends it out. 
When it arrived, it was in one giant ball. I sat on my 
bunk and shared it with my buddies. We seperated 
the waxed paper and ate that giant ball of fudge that 
very day. 

Maybe you remember the shell shock of cleaning 
the sauce pan out after you made the fudge. They 
could use it to hold engine blocks together once it 
hardens. Here is the secret; don’t butter the bottom of 
the pan. Butter the upper sides all the way around and 
do not disturb the butter protection. Don’t scrape the 
sides during cooking. All fudge is made of is sugar, 
butter, salt, vanilla, milk, and cocoa. Yes, you can 
make it very rich. 

The fudge I remember was the inexpensive kind. 
Here are a couple of recipes for you. Remember, the 
best way is to use a candy thermometer. 

In a heavy pan, combine 2C sugar, 1-1/4C milk, 
1/2tsp salt, and 8 TB good cocoa. Bring to a boil and 
cook to 238d. This is the soft ball stage. Remove from 
heat and cool to 110d. Now, add 2TB butter and 1 tsp 
vanilla. Beat vigorously ‘til the fudge loses its gloss. 
Now, mix in any nutmeats that you want in the fudge. 
Pour into a buttered dish. DO NOT SCRAPE THE 
PAN. That will cause your fudge to crystalize. 

This is a quick fudge. Take 1 Ig bag of semi-sweet 
morsels (use Nestles), one small jar of sweetened 
evaporated milk, one small jar of marshmallow 
creme, and one cup of walnut pieces. Cook to melt 
everything together. Add 2 Tb butter and 1 tsp vanil¬ 
la; beat ‘til butter is mixed in and into a buttered dish. 
This same fudge can be altered by adding 2 more TB 
of butter and a 1/2C light corn syrup (Karo) and a 
1/4C cream to make a great fudge sauce for cakes 
and ice cream. For peanut butter fudge, use a cup of 
peanut butter instead of the chopped nuts. 

Another dessert item I like is this simple orange 
sauce. Take two cans of Mandarin oranges. Pour the 
liquid into a sauce pan. Add a 1/2C sugar and 2 TB of 
butter. After heating, thicken with some cornstarch 
and water. Now add the pieces. Spoon over ice 
cream. Yum! 

Always remember, "It’s not what your eating, it’s 
whom your dining with.”

Agawam Girl Scout troops, ages five to 17, are 
busy planning display tables from different countries 
and cultures.

Each 
troop or “Country ' will exhibit dolls in their native 
dress, display travel brochures, have a map on hand, 
create a craft, and even serve a sample of food.

On February 24th, Pioneer Valley Girl Scouts will 
be Thinking” about their sister Girl Scouts from 
around the globe as they celebrate World Thinking 
Day 2001.

National President’s Scholarship 

There will be 15 scholarships awarded for the year 
2000-2001. Three scholarships will be awarded in 
each division of the American Legion; one in the 
amount of $2,500; one in the amount of $2,000; and 
one in the amount of $1,000. All are gift scholarships 


and are not loans. 

Candidates for this award shall be the daughters or 
sons of veterans who served in the Armed Forces dur¬

Notice was served at last Friday’s (February 9th) 
Western Mass, indoor track tournament at Smith 
College. 

The Agawam High girls’ team carried the news. Off 
the performance of a talented group of underclass¬ 
men, the Brownies finished second with 48 points in 
the 16-team field to 66 for the powerful Cathedral 
girls.

The Agawam High boys’ basketball team played 
host to West Springfield on Tuesday evening 
(February 13th). 

And for much of the game, the Brownies had a 
chance to notch their fourth win of the season. But the 
Terriers grimly chipped away at the Agawam lead to 
come away with a come-from-behind, 56-44 victory 
and earn their way into the Division I tournament. 

Both teams came out in a man-to-man defense, 
and it was obvious from the get-go that everything 
was going to be a “take no prisoners,” up-tempo bat¬ 
tle. 

The run-and-gun mindset seemed to favor 
Agawam in the early going. Behind senior center Lou 
Conte, they built up a13-6 lead on 4-12 shooting with 
7:30 off the clock. West Side was 3-11. 

West Side, employing a withering press, managed 
to cut the Agawam lead to 15-10. Agawam went up, 
18-10, with 6:06 left on a Conte deuce. To that point, 
the big guy had 13 points. 

However, the Terriers found some downtown range 
in the form of two straight three’s and crawled to 18- 
16 at the 4:11 mark. At that point, both teams were 
shooting better; Agawam at 9-24, and West Side at 7- 
19. 

Vitaly Dzhenzherukha hit a trey of his own with 
3:30 left, putting Agawam up, 21-16. 

Agawam went up, 25-20, with 54 seconds to play. 
Then, two from Adam Ellsworth, two from the line 
down the stretch by Vitaly, and two more courtesy of 
Conte (who would have 16 first-half points), saw 
Agawam up, 29-21, which stood up as the horn 
groaned. 

West Side came out in its press to start the second 
16. Sophomore guard Joey Clark burned them, 
though, with two quick hoops to increase Agawam’s 
lead to 33-22. 

Both teams continued to go man on defense, and 
both teams were also trying to post up. But it was 
obvious the visitors’ relentless press was starting to 
take a toll on the Brownies, as was some good work 
on the offensive boards.

A Brownie turnover (they would have 11, giving up 
six points in the process) gave West Side two more 
for a 40-37 lead.

West Side was leading, 46-42, and switched to a 2-

protect its slim lead. Then a deuce, two for two from 
the line, and a deuce off an Agawam turnover sud¬ 
denly saw the visitors up, 52-42, with a minute to play.

Agawam Resident 
Named To Racing 
Hall Of Fame 

On Sunday, February 4th, Agawam’s Fred Rosner 
was one of 10 men who were inducted into the New 
England Antique Racers Hall of Fame. Rosner was 
the very first mechanic ever to be voted into the select 
group of New England racing personalities. The total 
membership of the Hall is 40. 

Rosner’s 50-year career began as a teenager in 
1950 when he worked on his first race car at the old 
Stafford dirt track. Highlights of his career was build¬ 
ing and maintaining the cars which Rene Charland 
drove to National Sportsman championships in 1962 
and 1963. In 1964, he was the first northerner ever 
inducted into the Mechanics Hall of Fame. He took 
several cars to Daytona in the early years. Rosner 
was known an an innovator throughout his long 
career. For many years, he operated out of the 
Agawam Speed Shop garage on Main St. For the past 
several years, he has commuted daily to his own race 
ship in Gill, Mass. 

As he accepted the award, Rosner said, “It is a 
great honor to be considered worthy enough to join 
the group of people that have been voted into this Hall 
of Fame." Hall of Fame president Al Fini said, “It was 
appropriate that the selection committee voted Fred in 
on his very first ballot." 

The induction ceremony was viewed by over 400 
attendees at the LaRenaissance Banquet Hall in East 
Windsor, Connecticut. The remaining nine inductees 
included famed dirt track racer Don Rounds, 
Raymond “Hully” Bunn, winner of the Inaugural Race 
of Champions, and 12-time Beech Ridge champion 
Ralph Cusack. Also joining the Class of 2001 was the 
late Don MacTavish, who won the 1966 NASCAR 
Modified Championship, and Bobby Santos, former 
winner of the Cardinal 500 at Martinsville. Stafford 
Speedway owner Jack Arute, Sr., sprint car driver Art 
Rousseau, and Chick Stockwell, the all-time total race 
winner at the Danbury Arena, joined former Indy 500 
Rookie of the Year Denny Zimmerman to round out
